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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS | 


Competition Always Helps 


It was gratifying to hear the Selectmen agree last week 
that several engineering firms be asked to estimate the 
cost of a drainage survey, before specific action is taken 


in the award of a contract. 


Camp, Dresser and McKee, the present consulting en- 
gineers, has performed valuable work for the town — a 


point which the Selectmen carefully noted. 


Thus the action was not taken as a result of dissatis- 
faction — or even with a feeling that the town could hire 


a better firm. 


Rather, the point seemed to be one that makes sense: 


it’s better to have some competition occasionally, so that 


no single firm will harbor even the slightest idea that it 
has the town’s business exclusively. 


It may well be that, after estimates on the drainage 
survey are received, Camp, Dresser and McKee will re- 


ceive the contract at the estimate of $25,000. After all, 


the firm now knows the community well and would not have 
to take the initial steps of finding out where the streets 
are and other fundamentals. 


It also may be true that the cost to the town can be re- 
duced some by having competitive estimates — for most 
firms will sharpen their pencils more when there is com- 
petition than when there is none. 


Need Clear Understanding 


The gravel pit situation in most communities, like that 
in Andover, grows more serious all the time. 

Unfortunately it is not eased when residents and opera- 
tors fail to peacefully discuss the operation so that 
mutual understanding can prevail. Problems of control 


are only accented by misunderstandings that occur be- 
tween the person operating a pit and the nearby residents, 

When a pit is allowed in areas surrounded by houses, 
there should be a clear description of all restrictions 
placed on the pit, so that residents and the operator, 
alike, will know exactly what may be expected. Then there 
should be frequent inspections, to assure compliance. 

By doing this, it may be possible to keep bad feeling 
at a minimum — and this would certainly be to everyone’s 
advantage. For the town officials charged with this res- 
ponsibility have difficulty enough in controlling the gravel 
pits without having to sift through emotion-laden argu- 
ments from both sides of a controversy, 

If all the cards are laid on the table at the Start, and 
kept there throughout the life of the pit, there should be 
little chance for strong emotions to enter future discus- 
sions. It would be, rather, a question of whether the opera- 
tor is doing what the restrictions say he must; and, for 
the residents, it would provide an opportunity to judge the 


operation fairly.
